THE LAW AND YOU 


When a person is charged with Driving 
Under The Influence (DUI), the question 
sometimes arises as to whether the driver 
is eligible for court supervision on the 
charge. Court supervision will usually 
allow the defendant to continue driving, 
while a conviction on the charge will nor- 
mally. result in a revocation of his driving 
privileges. 

It is important to note, however, that 
court supervision is not available as a 
sentencing alternative for a DUI defendant 
if he.-has.done one of three things in the 
last five years. These three things are: (1) 
defendant has been convicted of DUI; (2) 
defendant has been assigned court super- 
_vision for DUI; (3) defendant -has pleaded 
guilty to or_stipulated to the facts suppor- 
ting a charge of reckless driving pursuant 
to a plea agreement. 

Itis apparent from the statute that court 
supervision will be available to a DUI 
defendant only once every five years. Fur- 
thermore, courts have interpreted the law 
in Such a way that the five year period com- 
mences with the defendant’s conviction, 
assignment of supervision, or gullty plea.

In one recent case, on May 8, 1983, a 
defendant was arrested for DUI: He was 
assigned one year of court supervision on 
August 30, 1984. Then on August 20, 1988, 
he was again arrested and charged with 
DUI. The question arose as to whether he 
was eligible for court supervision on this 
most recent DUI. 


The answer to this question depended 
upon whether the five year period com- 
menced with the defendant's initial arrest 
on May 8, 1983, or with his assignment of 
court supervision on-Agust 30, 1984. The 
defendant argued that the law. was not 
clear and that therefore it should be resolv- 
ed in his favor. g 


The Appellate Court felt the language of 
the statute.was clear;and that the five year _ 
period here commenced:on August 30, 
1984, the date the driver was first assigned 
court supervision. The defendant was thus 
not-eligible to receive court supervision on 
the most recent DUI since it was less than 
five years between the original assignment 
of court supervision and the most recent 
filing of charges on the instant DUI.

It?s a good idea; just buy it 


‘Mandatory automobile insurance is an idea whose time has 
came: In fact, if you don’t have it by now you might be out of 
luék. 
*-Although it will probably be used as a reason to eventually 
ihtrease insurance rates for just about everybody, there is no 
reason not to adopt a premise as sound as this one. Forcing 

ach driver to have insurance protects insured drivers from 
‘acing the costs of damages that aren’t their fault. Making all 
drivers play by the same rules should make insurance rates 
easier to calculate as well as anticipate. 
--But there are sounder reasons. Like facing a fine of at least 
$500 or suspension of license plates, for instance. 

In addition to the penalty incentive, drivers who force 

emselves to buy insurance under this mandate will be more 
likely to drive safer, particularly when they know their 
insurance premium is riding on it. = 

‘The only drawback to the program is that insurance 
eompanies are being required to create a high risk pool on 
the state level to cover people who cannot get insurance from 
individual carriers. There will be no insurance pool for those 
people who have good driving records but simply cannot 
afford insurance. 
‘*Ehe Secretary of State’s Office will use a lot of ways to 
detect miscreants, including police ‘traffic stops, random 
gomputer checks and accident reports. 
.Our advice is to get your insurance in order, before your 
next traffic stop. 





Tax, fax, beep laws for ’90 


.In addition to mandatory auto liability insurance and a 
acent er ‘alion motor fuel tax rise, other laws went into 
effect New Year’s Day but it wasn’t exactly a bumper crop. 
SGreater sales tax uniformity has been achieved, easing 
retailers’ paperwork, All exemptions will be statewide, and 
the basic rate will be 64 percent throughout Illinois. 

~ Although change sometimes seems to occur slowly, many 
of'the new laws are clearly 1990-vintage; they would not have 
‘been thought of a decade or two ago. Examples: 

-ePeople who use facsimile (fax) machines to send unsoli- 
ited advertising can be charged with a petty offense. 
Students are forbidden to carry or use automatic pagers 
or,‘‘beepers’’ on a campus, since use of the devices often is 
associated these days with drug dealing. 
+.School systems must provide seventh through 12th grad- 
ers with instruction on steroid abuse. 

-'eSchool bus drivers must take regular tests monitoring 
their use of drugs and alcohol. 

‘-éLiquor stores must display signs warning pregnant wom- 
eh'that alcohol can cause birth defects. 

_-4 final note for taxpayers is that they now have an official 
“bill of rights.’’ It formalizes Department of Revenue 
procedures to ensure the rights of tax ers and protect 
their privacy and property rights, especially during the tax 
ceilection process. It also creates an ombudsman office for 
taxpayers.

New year, new laws in Illinois: 


Some significant changes are 
in store for Illinois taxpayers 
and the state Department of 
Revenue with the beginning of a 
new decade. 

Several major law changes

The most 
noticeable difference for Illinois 
retailers is the new sales tax 
form, which has been reduced 
from 65 to 28 lines. The form has 
also been redesigned to make it 
jeasier te .follow and complete.
